Washington, Dec. 1, 
President Truman disclosed on Friday that 
the United States is counting heavily on India to 
-play the role of peacemaker between the Chinese

of Peking’s intervention in the Korean war. 

The President told a bipartisan meeting of top con- 
gressional lenders that American officials were conferring 
‘with India on the Koreun situation, but he refused _to 
reveal the progress of the talks declaring the information 
was “top secret.” ‘

‘with the President at the White 
House to get his assessment of 
the Korean situation and a re-

Meanwhile, however, the 
United Press learned from 
authoritative sources that Sir 
Benegal Rau, India’s permanent 
representative at the United 
Nations, on Thursday night 
cabled his Prime Minister, 
Jawaharlal Nehru, asking for 
permission to introduce a cease- 
fire-resolution in the Sccurity 
Coungil. 


Sir Benegal's idea would be to 
calt upon both the United Na- 
tions and the Communist forces 
to lay down thelr arms where 
they stand and then negotiate 
the ereation, of a buffer zone in 
North Korea. 

Sir Benegal's cable to Mr 
Nehru said he wanted specific 
instructions in view of the fact 
that Indla had been "Ill advised” 
in its ‘carlier attempts to inter- 
vene in the Korcan situation, 

It was believed Sir Benegal 
had received affirmative instruc- 
tions from Premier Nehru. 
Therefore, it was assumed, he 
unvelled his proposal to the 
Chinese Communists during his 
talk with General Wu_Hsiu- 
chuan in New York on Friday. 

While the Americans so far 
have resisted any idea of 
establishing a buffer zone, it 
was understood there is a grow- 
ing sentiment in United States 
official circles to’ go along with 
the Indian Idea if Chinese Com- 
munist agreement is reached.— 
United Press.

Sir Cecil Levita in 1986, be- 
enme known as “The Caso 
of the Talking Mongoose.” . 

Like many other slander 
actions it began as an ab- 
surdity, but once it got out 
of hand it developed almost 
into a tragedy, partly bo- 
cause it need never have 
been fought. 


A Mttle generosity, 
even a little common 
might have put an end 
the whole controversy; 
neither was forthcoming and 
the actlon was’ fought fo tho 
bitter end. 

Gir Cecil Levita must have 
cuffered great mental distress 
os well as enormous financial 
toss, and the British Prime 
Minleter found it necessary 
appoint a Parliamentary ‘Com- 
mission to inquire into the cire 
cumstances which came to 
light during the trial. 

Mr Lambert was the Fditor 
of The Listencr, an official 
BBC publication, and he was 
also a member of the Council 
of the British Film Institute, 
financed by the Government 
to produce educational films, 
and closely associated with the 
BHC; so closely, ‘indeed, ‘ha. 
Mr Lambert could sit on the 
Council only with the BEC's 
knowledge and consent. 

Lady Levita, Sir Cecil's 
wite, also sat on the Council, 
and was well acquainted with 
Mr Lambert, with whom she 
wos on excellent terms, 


Two incidents 


For somo reasons Mr Lam- 
bert had incurred the animosity 
of certain people in the film 
trade who asked the BBC to 
withdraw thelr consent to Mr 
Lambert's continued presence 
on the Council. In consequence 
Lady Levita suggested that 

Lambert shoulg consult 
her husband. $ 
Sir Cecil Levita mas a 
ecntlemon of ¢onaderable in- 
fidence having been chairmen of 
the London County Collncll, and 
he warmly supported Mr Lam- 
bert’s cause. He arrotiged a 
Juncheon§ appointment. with a 
Mr Gladstone Murray, Mr Lam- 
bert's immediate superior, and 
litged that it would ‘be nothing 
short of a calamity if the BBC 
withdrew their consent to Mr 
Lambert remaining 
Film Council. 

In a letter of thanks to Sir 
Cecil, ‘Mr Lambert expressed 
his gratitude dy stating: “But 
for your weighty intervention 
I should hove had to send in 
my _ resignation.” 

Not long afterwards two in- 
eldents occurred which played 
an important part in the sub- 
sequent trial. Mr Lambert was 
acquain‘ed ‘with a» Mt Harry 
Price,, Secretary of the Lon 
don Council for Psychical Re- 
stirch, ‘who had been fold 9 
strange story by d farmer in 
the Isle of Man, whd cluimed 
to have received a visit fom a 
remarkable mongoose. :

Sir Cecil also criticlsed Mr 
Lambert's use of money belong- 
ing to the Instifute, even sug- 
gesting that some part of the 
£100 subseribed by Price had 
been used by Lambert on his 
own holiday. ~ 

He ended by saying that prob- 
ably the only way to get Lam- 
bert off the Council was 
to get BBC to  wilhdraw 
their consent, and that he, 
Levita, would have to inform 
\Mr R. C, Norman, the chair- 
man of the BBC, : 

Mr Lambert, not unnaturally, 
was incensed by these sug~ 
gestions, and immediately 
wro'e to Sir Cecil, giving the 
substance of what Mr Murray 
had told him, and demanding an 
apology and nothing more ‘: 


An _ apology 


Jt was an eminently rena- 
sonable request. If Mr Murry 
had accurately reported the 
conversation, an’ apology was 
the least Sir Cecil could have 
done to make amends; if the 
teport was caused by some 
misunderstanding, why in the 
world was not the mistake 
corrected? 

The judge asked that ques- 
tion himself ot the trial. “Why,” 
he asked Lev'ta, “didn’t you 
ask thee two gtntiémen = to 
meet you at gndther Ifnch and 
say: T never said these things 
and, of course, I never meant 
them'?"

n global movement of men, 
women and children on a 
scale greater than any mass 
migration in history. 

No fewer than 1,500,000 
persons have been assisted: 
790.898 have bcen establish- 
ed in new homes, and 70.253 
have been repatriated. 

Over 90 percent of the 
refugees resettled came 
from IRO camps in  Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy. 

The three years cstimated as

It has been one of the great 
human problems of this vast 
no.twar m‘gratory movement 
that many families hove been 
unnkeeptable as ao whole, so

The problem of the d'splaced 
person falls naturally into two 
rough categorics. 

There is the person who can 
pull his for her weight in the 
new land; and there is tho 
perscn’ who: cannot look after 
himself, but must always’ hoe’ 
assisted.

Most nations will accept 
foreigners If they give promise 
of making some contribution to 
the national Ufe. This has al-

century the Huguenots brought 
the silk Industry to Britain. 


Such people are welcome.
